“rhe union members thercfore be- 
lieved that peace had come and that 
the United States was no longer at 
war.” said the affidavit. and it of- 
fered to show in court that by acta 
of the federal administration the 
war powers relating to the fuél in- 
dustry had been. dissolved. 

The motion also argued that 
restraining order was coaleulated to 
destroy the right to strike and re- 
anit in dissolution of the orraniza- 
tion.

Two Opposing Classes, 

One section said present society 
was divided into .two opposing 
classes. These, it said, are: 

“The downtrodden’ workers and 
peasants on one side, producing by 
their work all the riches of the 
world; on the other, the rich people 
who have grabbed all the riches 
into their hands. Many atime the 
class of the oppressed stood against 
the rich parasites and thier faithtul 
servant and protector—the govern- 
ment—to conquer its full liberation 
irom the yoke of capitalism and 
political power. But every time it 
suffered defeat. not being conscious 
of its own final goal and means, by 
which victory can be accomplished, 
thus remaining only a weapon in 
the hands of its enemies.” 

The “constitution” said, further, 
that there was “a prime importance 
in the necessity of building up a 
wide revolutionary organization of 
toilers which, by conducting a di- 
rect Struggle with all the institu- 
tions of capitalism and government, 
rust train the working class to tIn- 
itiative and independent § action.” 
This training, the “constitution” 
explained, necessary, as the peo- 
ple must be educated to the abso- 
iute necessity of a general strike.

Argument ef Selicitor. 

Solicitor Boykin, who preceded 
Attorney .Arnold, characterized th- 
statement of the defendant as false 
and further accused him of having 
planned the murder in cold blood 
and then after it was over had tak- 
en from his wife, the mother of his 
five children, her good character. 

“He declared that the stnrti:rrent 
had been carefully arranged, mem- 
orized and recited at the trial so us 
to omit all damaginsz facts and to 
distort others in such a way as to 
help the defendant in the eyes of 
the jury. 

“Gentlemen, do you suppose that 
this woman, whose character was 
attacked by the defendant only to 
save himself, would have planned to 
commit this adulterous act with in- 
nocence by her side? Do you sup- 
pose that she could have stooped so 
low that she would have raised the 
window and screen in her room so 
that the dead man could craw! into 
her room where her nine-months- 
old baby boy was lying on her bed? 
No woman whose character has név- 
or been besmeared by mud except 
from the mouth of her husband. 
who is on tria] for murder, could do 
a thing like that.” 

Mr. Bovkin stated that Irwin had 
used his little daughter Mary as a 
decoy to raise ‘the cry of burglars 
and cause Moody to get up and place 
himself at the mercy of Irwin when 
he rushed in the room with pistol 
in hand. He also charged that Ir- 
win had placed a pistol near the 
dead man’s hand after the shootine 
oecurred He pointed out that the 
accused was alone in the room with 
the deceased for several minutes be- 
fore the officers arrived. 

Charge by Judge. 

In charging the jury, Judge Hum- 
phries pointed out the difference 
between murder, voluntary man- 
Slaughter and justifiable homicide, 
and showed that one cannot create 
an emergency which renders it nec- 


se'f and then take advantage of the 
effort of another person to do so. 

“If you believe,” he said, “that 
the de’endant entered the room of 
the deceased, with no purpose or in- 
tention to, harm him, and not in 
such manner nor under such eclr- 
cumstances as would be reasonably 
calculated to convince a reasonable 
mind that he intended to shoot or 
commit a felonious assault upon the 
deceased, and that the deceased un- 
dertook to shoot, or acted in such 
manner as to convince a reasonable 
mind that the deceased intended or 
was about to shoot the defendant. 
and the defendant shot and killed 
the deceased, acting under the fears 
of & reasonable man, and not in a 
spirit of revenge, the killing would 
oe eer ae, and you should ac- 
quit. 

“If, on the other hand, you should 
believe that the defendant entered, 
or attempted to enter, the rvom of 
the deceased With a pistol and under 
circumstances that wou'd@ convince A 
reasonable man with the idea thet 
the defendant intended -or end*avor- 
ed to take the life of the deceased, 
or to commit a felonious assault 
pon the deceased, and that. under 
such circumstrnees, the deceased un- 
dertook to defend himself, by draw- 
ing a pistol, the defendant would 
not he justified in takine advartage 
of such emergeney so created by 
him, if such be the case, and tn 
takine the life of the deceased. Tw 
kill under such circumstances would 
not be justifiable, under the law, hut 
would authorize a conviction of the 
offense of voluntary manslaurchter.” 

Jucro Humphries went into detail 
in explaining when a man is justi- 
fied in committing homicide when 
his home is involved. 

Judze Humphries instructed that 
the law permits and will justify the 
homicide of another by the husband, 
to prevent the seduction of his wife, 
or even to. prevent the committing 
by her of one single act of adultery, 
if a homicide be necessary to pre- 
vent the same.

The Georgia Memorial commission, in honor of the occasion 
and in memory of the Georgians who sacrificed their lives for us, 
have arranged memorial exercises to be held at the Auditorium. 
Armory in the city of Atlanta on this day, to which the people 
generally, and especially the families of our sainted heroes, are 
invited.

The arrival of a new decade in 
1880 must have stimulated the latent 
propensity in the  collegians to 
make a change for the intercolle- 
riate conventions, as the. football 
couneils were called, fairly revolu- 
tionized the old Rugby code in those 
early days. Up to this time fiftecn 
men. had constituted a team. 
as far back as 1878, had sought to 
modify this rule and to introduce in 
its place the Eton college _ rule 
which limited the players to eleven.

This feature was 
suppressed by the English rule and 
ite “scum,” out of which no one 
could foretell which side on any 
play would have possession of the 
hall. But reform and revolution 
must advance through turmoil in 
football as in all else. While those 
legislators of 1880, the late Robert 
Walter Camp and “Ned” 
Peace, provided for the orderly re- 
tention of the ball, the rules did 
not make provision for its compul- 
sory transfer to the other side. If 
the team in possession elected not 
to kick, and if it had the good for- 
tune not to fumble, under the rules 
of the pertod it might retain the 
ball indefinitely. The cause of this 
oversight was the great popularity 
at the time of the kicking attack. 
Players ran forward with the ball 
until they were about to be tackled, 
and then they kicked. Goals were 
attempted continually at enormous 
distances, and often were neso- 
tiated. Hence, no provision was 
made for the compulsory exenange 
of the ball.

The 
struggle had been in action not 
more than three minutes 
Princeton obtained possession of the 
ball. Bryan instantly ordered his 
team to adopt the “block” style of 
play. For forty minutes Princeton 
held the ball. Her players darted 
at the line and lanced at the ends. 
Little did they gain, but not onc® 
throughout the half did Yale obtain 
the ball. The rules, however, gave 
Yale the ball at the beginning «f 
the second half, and then Camp re- 
versed the situation on Princeton.

championship by actual play, all 
deciding games since 1878 having 
been a draw, and that on the prin- 
ciple of a continuing right Prince- 
‘on was the logical champion for 
LS$1. Walter Camp, equally skilled 
in the casuistry of football logic, 
arose and declared Princeton’s prin- 
ciple to be correct, but it was mis- 
applied; that the game of 1881 was 
nlayed with eleven men and that 
the association must go back to the 
last year in which a championship 
was won with eleven men which 
would be to 1876 in which Yale 
won and that, therefore, it was Yale 
and not Princeton which was en- 
ti‘led to the championship of, 18$1. 
This ingenius theory was greeted 
in the approval by Harvard's dele- 
rate and the championship instant- 
ly was voted by Harvard and Yale 
to Yale, Princeton voting nega- 
ly. 

This digression has 
to remind old timers of 
politics once nisyced in deciding 
championships. Let these old fel- 
lows a!so not forget the times when 
each team came afield accompanied 
by a “judge” who was a sort of 
expert football lawyer, skilled in 
the rules and argumentative par exe 
cellence. These two officials fol- 
lowed their teams.up and down the 
field throughout the game clairn- 
ine fouls and advantages, arguing 
thelr claims vociferously bef the

Public Opinion Ielped. 


Public opinion then as now was 
the powerful and final arbiter in 
college sport. This mighty tribunal, 
speaking through the. press, de- 
manded that the “block” system 
of play should be abolished before 
another season arrived. And so it 
came to pass that another rule was 
adopted which gave the final cleav- 
age to the old Rugby code and es- 
tablished completely a distinctive 
American game. This was the rule 
which created the “downs” and re- 
quired the side with the ball to 
give up the ball unless on “three 
consecutive fairs and downs a team 
shall not have advanced the ball 
five yards or lost ten yards.” 

[t was this five-yard rule that 
brought into existenee the parallel 
stripes of white upon the piaying 
sward, which have given to foot- 
ball’s arenas the endeared name of 
gridiron. 

In these vears terminated the mo 
nopoly ot Harvard, Pennsylvania, 
Princeton and Yale upon football 
interest, for a number of colleges 
in this period sent their first teams 
afield.

Harvard soon was fol- 
lowed by Wesleyan in secession 
from the association. Two years 
later Pennsylvania followed Wes- 
leyan, because of the adoption of 
the rule limiting participation in 
sport to undergraduates.

The cause of this phenome- 
nen is the wide latitude allowed by 
the code for new tactics and strate- 
gy. Thus the keen intelligence of 
the tacticinns applied year after 
vear eventuallv evolves formations 
and maneuvers which are too pow- 
eritul for resistence by human 
bodies.

It was in the reformation of 1906, 


that the restriction upon the quar-

|and for a few years afterward, he

This provision brought on for two or 
three vears parrallel stripes length- 
wise upon the playing field, thereby 
changing its appearance from the 
traditional gridiron to a checker- 
board.

‘Duffers Make More 
Freak Golf Shots 


Than Professional 


By Walter C. Hagen 
(Open Golf Champion). 

Stories of freak golf shots never 
fail to get an audience when there 
are golfers around. Usually these 
freak shots are laid at the door of 
the best players, but there are pos- 
sibly more wonderful shots of a 
freakish nature made by the duffer 
because there are so many more duf- 
fers in this world than there are 
stars. 

When a “pro” or a low handicap 
golfer makes one of these so-cailed 
phenomenal shots there is usually 
less of the element of luck in it 
than wnen the same sort of a shot 
is made by a duffer. The latter’s 
efforts are the results of an acci- 
dent very often, but it does not take 
away from the interest in the shot 
itself and the player who makes it 
can tell about it over and over with 
just as much pride as if he were a 
champion and in the habit of mak- 
ing these sensational shots when the 
occasion demanded. 

Holes in one are common these 
davs, and no longer caus? great 
comment. The player making a 
“one” is lucky, to get his name in 
the paper unless there is something 
of a freakish nature in the shot. 
Dr. C. N. Niesley, of Great Neck, 
made a “one” on the second hole 
at the local club, a mashie pitch 
over a pond which measures a little 
more than a hundred yards. The 
doctor played boldly and when he 
saw the ball sailing far over, the 
green ne was alarmed, as he knew 
it was headed for the woods behind 
the green where the chances are 
that he would never recover it. But 
to his surprise, as. well as the ut- 
ter astonishment of his opponent, 
he saw the pall hit.a tree, then an- 
iother tree,7and bounding back to 
the green roll gently to the cup and 
drop in. 


Montague Never Won. 


Jimmy Montague, the poet, never 
won any golf championships, yet we 
have on good authority the state- 
ment that he once holed a mashie 
shot of a hundred yards with his 
eyes shut. This was when Montague 
first took up the game and he was 
not always certain of his shots. It 
appears that he missed the ball al- 
together in his first attempt and 
when admonished by his opponent 
to keep his eye on the ball he re- 
| marked that he could do better by 
closing his eyes, whereupon he hit 
the ball, it went straight as an ar- 
row for the green, bounced once or 
— and then flopped into the 
101e, > 

tecently, in Australia, a golfer 
made in one shot a hole that meas- 
ured well over 300 yards. This was 
no ordinary play and could not be 
made by a duffer who could scarce- 
ly hope to get more than two-thirds 
of the distance. 

There are many cases on record of 
average golfers making freak 
drives. R. W. Foster in the seniors’ 
tournament at Apawamis once drove 
nearly 370 yards, and he admits that 
it is more than twice as far as he 
ordinarily hits the ball when he 
gets a good one, On this occasion 
Foster had the wind behind him 
and he gave the little White pill all 
ithat he had. It. was a beautiful shot 
and at the end of its flight landed 
on a rock, taking almost .as much 
distance off the rock as it had al- 
ready carried. Then it rolled con- 
siderable distance down a hill. 


Over Clubhouse. 


Vardon once made a shot that will 
live in history long after the great 
English golfer is dead. Playing a 
round one day he got in trouble at 
the home hole and landed so close 
to the clubhouse that it looked as if 
he was due to waste a shot, but in- 
stead he lifted the ball almost 
straight up into the air and over 
the clubhouse onto the green so 
close to the hole that he was able 
to make the putt quite eagily.

There are reforms needed in base- 
ball—reforms that may save the 
gamg and I fancy we can struggle 
along and stand a bit of parafin 
on the ball or a rough spot on the 
curve until those things are set- 
tled. Among the chief reforms 
necessary to save baseball are these: 

Expulsion of Players, 

The expulsion from baseball of 
}every ball player connected in any 
way with gamblers or gambling. 

The immediate and searching in- 
'vestigation of the world’s series 
| scandal. 
| The barring from all connection 
with the game of every gambler. 

The forbidding of any trading or 
/ selling of players between clubs of 
| the same league during the playing 
;season, or at least, after June 
Yet the commission meets. to 
legislate against freak pitching. It 
mignt as well decraé to forbid uni- 
forms the colors of which do not 
harmonize. 

At that, after they have finished 
with the real necessary reforms, it 
might be well to reach some agree- 
ment regarding freak i pitching. 
Just how any rule they may adopt 
can be enforced is rather beyond me. 
In fact, it seems impossible to pre- 


liveries. It would be a good thing 
for the sport and for increasing bat- 
ting, if the use of the shine ball 
and other such forms of 
could be prevented. There 
question as to that. But how is an 
; umpire to decide?

The orig- 
inal is kept by the cashier, the du- 
plicate is sent to the shop foreman, 
and the triplicate is used “on the 
job,” at the car The car is prompt- 
ly routed to the shop and the custo- 
mer is advised when it will be ready. 
Rash promises are not made, but it 
is the effort of the company to be 
“on the dot” when an hour for de- 
livery is stated. 
“In the matter of charges, there 
is no guesswork. What the custo- 
mer pays is not by an assessment 
but a record of parts used and labor 
expended. A “requisition,” or order. 
is drawn on the stock room and aft- 
er delivery of the needed parts to 
the shop, this requisition is sent to 
the cashier who posts from it to 
the original repair order. Labor is 
charged on the same repair order by 
means of a time ticket which is 
used for each mechanic. In this way 
the public is paying for no more 
hours of labor than the company 
pays its mechanics for. If a me- 
chanic’s nine hours of labor for one 
day is divided between two or three 
jobs, those jobs are shown on the 
time ticket, and as the charges 
against customers come from those 
time tickets, the public could not be 
paying for more than nine hours of 
that mechanic’s time. The shop does 
not concern itself with the total 
number of hours against a job, but 
simply reports the hours by time 
tickets ag the job progresses and 
the result is just a matter of record, 
totalled by the cashier, and is not 
an assessment or guess...

Raleigh, N. C., October 30.— 
(Special Correspondence.) — ‘Real 
value in money—low tax rates” is 
the slogan of the thousand expert 
appraisers who now have under way 
the campaign in which North Caro- 
lina is spending a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars to 
property is worth, and the 
reports reaching the office of the 
tax commission § from townships 
where the revaluation work has al- 
ready been completed indicates that 
the real spirit of the slogan is go- 
ing to be attained. The work has 
been under way since June 1 this 
year, and, whitie the tax commission 
has made public no figures on the 


work thus far accomplished, the 
records of appraisers in all parts of 
North Carolina indicate that when 
the revaluation igs completed and the 
legislature is calied together in ex- 
tra session to adjust the new tax 
rate in accordance with increased 
property values North Carolina will 
have property values that will run 
from three to five times the present 
valuation of a billion dollars. 

“hese amounts, however, are pure- 
ly estimates, for the tax commus- 
sion, composed of the three mem- 
bers of the state corporation com- 
mission, Chairman W. T. Lee, A. J. 
Maxwell and George P. Pell, are 
studiously avoiding giving out 
prospective figures on the increase 
for fear that these estimates will 
be taken as a basis for the amount 
of increase to be placed on prop- 
erty by the assessors. That, above 
all things, the commission is fight- 
ing for the actual cash value of 
property on today’s market is the 
demand of the revaluation act pass- 
ed at the 1919 session of the general 
assembly and nothing less than ac- 
tual value will satisfy the law or 
the commission. So far, however, 
none of the township reports have 
shown less than double the present 
values and one township in a rural 
section of a central inland county, 
whieh formerly had a tax value of 
around $200,000, turned in a valua- 
tion of nearly two million under 
the new plan. 


Demand for the Law. 


The law for the revaluation of 
all property in North Carolina was 
passed as a result of an insistent 
demand on the part of thinking peo- 
ple of all classes in the state fora 
tax system constructed along more 
scientific lines and one that dis- 
tributed the burden of taxation 
more equitably on all classes of 
property than did the old law, 
which is a relic of reconstruction 
days. True the old law has been 
tinkered with from time to time, but 


there was never before a studied ef- | 


fort on the part of legislators to 
work out a new basis for taxation. 
The general assembly whica econ- 
vened in January, 1919, had the solu- 
tion of the tax problem before it as 
one of the four big matters demand- 


ing settlement. 
Governor T. W. Bickett recom- 


mended the revaluation of all prop- 
erty on a basis of its real worth in 
money and the special tax commis- 
sion appointed at a former term 
likewise recommended practically 
the same system. This recommenda- 
tion was incorporated in the bi- 
ennial message of Governor Bickett 
to the legislature and as a result 
of this and a general agitation the 
first bill for revaluation was intro- 
duced in the upper house by Senator 
Earl Humphrey, of Goldsboro. This 
bill was placed in charge of the 
finance committee of both houses 
and worked out into the bill which 
is now on the statute books of the 
state. The measure received the 
generous support of both the mi- 
nority and the majority political 
parties in the general assembly, 
neither side feeling it a matter for 
political discussion or controversy. 


Not a Revenue Measure. 


The primary object of the reval- 
is not to raise revenue, 
but to make the raising of revenue 
and a general re- 
taxing system so that 
of taxation would fall 
on rich and poor, white and black 
alike. As a guarantee that the 
measure igs not intended to put any 
large increase of funds in the state 
treasury the first section of the bill 
provides that the new assessment 
shall not be used as the basis for 
taxation until it is approved by the 
é assembly and revised by 
districts. The assurance is also 
given in the measure that the total 
amount of revenue raised under the 
new act shall not exceed 10 per cent 
of the revenues raised the previous 
When the work of revalua- 
tion is completed a special session of 
the general assembly will be called 
to work out the new tax rate. The 
2uarantee that the total revenues 
under the new law will not exceed 
10 per cent of the revenues received 
the previous year is an assurance 
that the tax rate will be lowered in 
just exactly the same proportion as 
the values are increased. 

This feature of the bill, however, 
does not guarantee that the taxes 
Of any individual will not exceed 
10 per cent of what they were the 
previous year, for the evil of large 
numbers of big property owners get- 
ting away with very low valuations 
Is one of the things the new law 
proposes to remedy. The fellow who 
has escaped his just proportion of 
the tax burden in years past is go- 
ing to be hit, and hit hard, by the 
new law. But the average man, wno 
has paid on valuations that were 
higher than those of the large 
property owner, will feel the good 
effects of the law and will pay on 
just exactly the same basis as the

The Organization. 

The state tax

work. Under the commission will be 
ten district supervisors, who 
have ten sections of the state to 
supervise in getting the property 
on the books at actual value. Coun- 
ty assessors in every county of 
North Carolina will look after the 
details and these assessors can em- 
ploy one or more clerical helpers 
as their demands may require. All 
of these officials are appointed by 
the tax commission and political 
lines are obliterated in making the 
appointments. In addition to these 
officials each county has a board 
of appraisers and review consisting 
of two citizens of the county repre- 
senting both political parties and 
the count ysupervisor or assessor, 
who is chairman of the board. Peo- 
ple not satisfied with value put on 
their property may appeal to this 
board for adjustment. The board 
also has the right to review all as-

Three different sets of 
these blanks furnish information 
about land in the rural districts, city 
and personal property.

“The purpose of this blank is to 
Gisclose the fair actual cash value 
of the. property listed. It carries 
the guarantee of the state that the 
purpose is not to increase the total 
amount of taxes paid, but to find 
the value of each separate piece of 
property equally, and by the same 
standard rule, so that equal justice 
may be done to each taxpayer. A 
separate blank must be filled out 
for each separate piece of real 
property The total increase in 
taxes cannot exceed 10 per cent for 
the state, for the county, for any 
special tax district. 

“The supervisor must réquire that 
full answer be made to every queés- 
tion. If you cannot answer any 
question with absolute accuracy 
vive the answer that represents 
vour best judgment as an estimate. 
The board of appraisers will not be 
hound by your answer as to the 
netual value of the property. Your 
answer should represent your best 
judgment of the value. The assess- 
ment will represent the best judg- 
ment of the county board of ap- 
raisers, which may be higher or 
lower than yours. You will in any 
case be notified in writing by mail 
of assessment made and will be 
sxiven opportunity to be heard, if, in 
your judgment, it is assessed for 
more than its actuat cash value.”

Filling Out Questionnaires, 


These blanks are sent to every | 
property owner of record in a town- 


ship, since the revaluation plan is | 


being worked out on tho townsniyp 
unit. The property owner is re- 
quired to answer all of the ques- 
tions and return the questionnaire, 
properly filled out, to the county 
board of appraisers. Following the 
distribution of the questionnaires 
the county appraiser or some of his 
helpers makes a round of the town- 
ship or visits central places in the 
township for the purpose of aiding 
any property owner who needs help 
in arriving at a true value of the 
property. The appraisers have 
found that on the whole the prop- 
erty owners await the arrival of 
some revaluation officer before 
filling out the blanks. These quesa- 
tionnaires, when filled out, become 
tax abstracts and are in such shape 
that they can be bound into a per- 
manent record, as each blank is cut 
to form a sheet in a loose leaf filing 
syatem. When the blanks have been 
passed on by the county board of 
appraisers and the values finally 
settled the law requires fhat copies 
of the-abstracts by townships be 
sent to the state tax commission. 


The commission, under the new 
law, has the authorities of the state 
board of equalization and can make 
investigations of the returns and 
valuations in any county in the 
state where there is reason for be- 
lief that errors have been allowed 
to get in or where the valuations 
are not considered based on the 
market value of the property listed. 
If such investigations are necessary 
the county making the error is re- 
quired to bear all expenses of such 
an investigation. 

Call in Experts. 


While the big burden of the re- 
valuation: work will fall on the 
county and district supervisors, the 
new North Carolina law provides 
expert help in deciding on the val- 
ues of industrial property of every 
description. This is a feature in 
revaluation work which is not found 
in any of the other dozen states

known that some of the weevils 
hibernate in the cotton stalks, rath- 
er than to leave them this refuge it 
is better to plow them under as 
deeply as possible. Burning, while 
it will deprive them of this source 
of protection, ig really robbing th- 

soil of much needed vegetable mat- 
ter and should rarely be resorted 
to. 

In addition to the work with th: 
cotton stalks, measures must be 
taken to rid the farm of other 
forms of protection: all about th» 

stumps where the plow will not do 
good work there will be grass and 
weeds that give abtindant protec- 
tion to the weevil and it is a good 
plan in general and to protect 
against the weevil in particular to 
pull or burn all of the stumps so 
as to allow perfect work of th» 
plow in cleaning up the fields. Ter-

In other words, the matter 
of jurisdiction is submitted in the 
first instances to the tribunal! be- 
fore whom one or the other of the 
| parties seeks to bring it. But if 
the tribunal should find something 
to be an international question 
which either party deemed to be 
_domestic, that party would not be 
bound by the finding as to juris- 
diction. To bring about such a re- 
sulf there must be a specific stip- 
ulation that such jurisdictional find- 
ing is to be binding on the par- 
ties. The difference between a court 
of general jurisdiction and one of 
special limited jurisdiction in mu- 
ni¢ipal law is that the court of gen- 
eral jurisdiction has power to de- 
termine its own jurisdiction so as 
to bind the parties, whereas, a court 
of special and limited jurisdiction 
may have its jurisdiction disputed 
collaterally if, in fact, that which 
it assumes to decide is not within 
its jurisdiction. International tri- 
bunals are of a peqcuiiarly special 
and limited character, so that neli- 
ther party is bound by a finding of 
jurisdiction and may disregard it 
unless specifically so bound by the 
terms of submission. Certainly the 
reservation is merely. a reasonable 
interpretation of the covenant in a 
form that might have been made 
less abrupt. No other nation is 
likely to object to it, for each would 
insist on it as applied to its own 
cage. 


As te Monroe Dectrine. 
The fifth reservation declares 
that the United States will not sub- 
mit to arbitration or to inquiry by 


the assembly or the council ques- 
tions which in the judgement of the 
United States depend upon and re- 
late to the Monroe doctrine, ana 
that that doctrine is to *be inter- 
preted by the United States aione 
;and wholly outside the jurisdiction 
of the league of nations or any pro- 
Vision contained in the treaty of 
| peace with Germany. The language 
of the covenant is 
derstandings, like the Monroe doe- 
trine, are not to be affected by the 
league, if the covenant does nat 
affect the Monroe doctrine, then the 
Monroe doctrine is to stand as it 
is, and this is a mere recital of one 
feature of the Monroe doctrine as 
the senate construes it to be. In 
that sense, therefore, it is an in- 
terpretative clause rather than a 
modification of the covenant. 

Of course, many would prefer 2 
less aggressive form of reservation, 
defining the Monroe doctrine in full 
so that other nations may know 
what we declare it to be, and ex- 
pressing such confidence in the jus- 
tice of the doctrine as to be willing 
to submit it to an impartial tribu- 
nai to apply it in case of differences 
as to its application. But our allies 
and associates in the league are not 
likeiy to do more than shrug their 
shoulders at its form, confident that 
except for the purpose of resisting 
unjust aggression and of serving 
the peace of this hemisphere. They 
have grown used to our attitude by 
this time—that we will not trust 
them, but they must trust us. 

The sixth reservation concerns 
the Shantung provision of the treaty 
and is as follows 

Concerning Shantung. 

Sixth—The United States with- 
holds its assent to articles 156, 1o7 
and 105 and reserves full liberty of 
action with respect to any contro- 
versy which may arise under gaid 
articles between the republic of 
China and the empire of Japan. 

The articles referred to are not a 
part of the covenant, but of the 
peace settlement in the treaty. 

Such a reservation, however, will 
impair the useful part the United 
States may play in the league in 
bringing about a right adjustment 
of the relations between Japan and 
China. As a condition of the inser- 
tion of these articles, Japan made 
promises in which she agreed to re- 
store Shantung to China, to open 
Tsingtao to equal rights of settile- 
ment and trade to all and to re- 
tain, in he economic intcrest 
in the railrédads of Shantang, no 
power to police those railroads with 
Japanese, and this all in a refson- 


abie time. 

A reservation that the United 
States accept the assurance of Ja- 
ban that she will comply with these 
promises in a reasonable time, but 
can yield assent to the articles only 
when sueh compliance is fulfilled 
and reserves full liberty of action 
until then with respect to any con- 
troversy which may arise under said 
articles between China and Japan, 
would be just sas effective for the 
purpose and wonwlld not unnecessarily 
aggravate the feelings of Japan, al- 
ready deeply hurt by the insulta 
heaped on her In the senate. More 
than this, if the United States thus 
withholds any participation in the 
action of the league under these ar- 
ticles and chooses to depend on our 
individual action toward Japan in 
bringing Japan to a proper adjust- 
ment of the Shantung matter, we 
lose an opportunity to press Japan 
for justice with the weight of the 
league's demand. Everyone knows 
that after acouieecing in Germany’s 
possession for fifteen years We are 
not going to war all alone against 
Japan about Shantung. We ought 
not, by adopting this reservation, 
to deprive ourselves of the right 
through the league to insist on Ja- 
pan's compliance with the condittn 
upon which these artieles were put 
into the treaty. It is to be hoped 
that the-reservetion can be quali- 
fied accordingly. The change suc- 
gested would remove doubt as to 
Japan’s acquiescence in the reserva- 
tion. 

Unnecessary Rea, rvation. 


The seventh reservation simply 
notifies the other powers that con- 
gress will provide by law for par- 
ticipation in such commissions and 
tribunals as may be needed in car- 
rying out the provisions of the 
treaty and for the selection of our 
representative therein, and that they 
must be confirmed by the senate. 
lt was not necessary to insert this 
as a reservation in eur ratification, 
because such a law and such con- 
'tirmatfon would have been provided 
and required by congress without it. 
But certainly the other powers can- 
,not and will not object to its in- 
sertion here, nor could there be 
any reasonable objection to the pro- 
'visfon by any one.

The treaty and the league are 
both experiments. They are both 
defective, and the league is capable 
of much improvement in a good 
deal of its machinery. The neces- 
sity and wisdom of amendments 
will demonstrate themselves when 
the leagues goes into practical op- 
eration. It is an enormous step for- 
ward toward better international 
conditions even with the thirteen 
reservations. There are many in the 
senate who wish to defeat it en- 
tirely and are rejoicing in the pros- 
pect. The real friends of the treaty 
should be willing to sacrifice some- 
thine of their hopes and ambitions 
in respect to it to save so much of 
benefit to the world as would be 
saved if the treaty can be ratified 
with all the reservations except the 
fourteenth.

The sale 
of solacing liquors brought about 
incidental sociability and the im- 
portance of the tavern to some 
towns was far greater than to the 
traveler. The places were a mecca 
for the old men and idlers of the 
village. 

One of the first taverns of note 
in Georgia whose history and loca- 
tion are being well preserved is 
Tondee’s tavern in Savannah. It 
was there the citizens of Savannah 
assembled in response to the first

It was situated thirty-four 
miles from Cowsewatte Town and 
eighteen miles from “Daniel Ross 
place” on the Tennessee line, and 
proved a necessity and benediction 
for the weary stage coach travelers 
who were often delayed on account 
of the deep rutted roads. 
There was a tavern at Cross Keys 
in Bibb county; also one in Ma- 
con that is noted in the annals of 
the past as having sheltered La- 
fayette during his visit_to that city 
in 1825.

CLOSINGS AND PLACKETS 


The Fly on Boys’ Trousers.—Trousers with drop seat have a 
small fly in front and the seam closed above. In stitching the front 
= crotch seam leave a space, three and one-half inches, open at 

© lower front. Use the front trousers pattern as a guide in 
cutting the facing and fly pieces. These should be crescent-shaped. 
Indicate the points on the pattern where the seam is left open. Cen- 
terway between these points measure back on the pattern three 
inches. Draw a half circle touching the point three inches back 
edge of the points where the seam is open. Lay the pat- 
tern on another piece of material, make the outline wf the crotch 
seam and S90 over the half circle with a tracing wheel. Remove the 
pattern and add a seam beyond the half circle.- This gives a pat- 
tern for both fly and facing. Cut three pieces, two for the fly, which 
is sewed to the right side of the trousers, and one piece for facing 
the left side of the trousers. 


Bind the outer edges of the facing piece. See Binding. The 
left front of the trousers is faced across the opening. Lay the 
facing piece on the face side of the material. Be sure that ft is 
placed so the curve of the crotch seam matches in the facing piece 
and the trousers. Stitch the facing to the trousers, running the 
stitching a seam’s width in from the edge across the opening. Turn 
the facing on to the wrong side and fell in place at outer edge. 
See Felling. 

_ Lay the two pieces for the fly with the right sides of the mate- 
rial together. Stitch around the outer edges, running the stitching 
i a seains width in from the ‘edge and turn right 
side out. Press the fly and lay on top of the 
front of the trousers, which comes to the right 
of the opening. matching edges. Stitch the under 
edge of the fly to the trousers across the open- 
ing, running the stitching a searm’s width in 
from the edge. Turn the fly inside the trous- 
ers, turn under the free edge of the fly a seam's 
width and hand-fell it in place. See Fig. 52. 

Open-front trousers have a fly from top to 
crotch. In this case the crotch seam is closed 
oniy from the top in back to the leg seam, the 
front of the trousers heing finished on the right 
side with a iong fly and on the left side with a 
facing. Use front trousers pattern as a guide 
in cutting the fly and facing. Mark a point on 
the pattern two and one-half inches in from the 
top of the crotch seam. Continue down the seam, 
marking points at this depth until the curved 
— at the crotch ig reached. Here narrow in the line and round 
t off. Lay the pattern on another piece of paper, mark the outline 
at the crotch seam and run a tracing wheel over the pencil marks.

At an early age, 
Karl Marx embraced the-Christian 
faith, and gave up the Hebrew re- 
ligion. Born on May 15, 1815, at 
Treves, Prussia, at 28 years of age 
he began to lecture on socialism. 
Moving to Brussels, Marx joined a 
secret society entitled the “League 
of the Just.” In 1843 he began to 
republish his socialistic paper in 
Brussels, that had been suppressed 
by the government in Paris, and 
which led to his expulsion . from 
France. After the German revolu- 
tion of 1848, when the believers in 
democracy and followers of Carl 
Schurz had fled to this country, 
Marx went to Cologne, and found- 
ed his new organ of socialism.

“That, at least, seems a reasonable 


interpretation of recent expert ut- 


terances on the subject, including 
the pronouncement of a number of 
world famous chemists who attend- 
ed a scientific congress recently in 
York city,” says a bulletin 
from the Washington headquarters 
of the Nationa] Geographic Society. 


Why Mother Necessity is giving 
birth to this new brain-child of in- 
vention is related in a communica- 
tion to the Society by Dr. Alexan- 
der Graham Bell, as follows: 

“There js one obstacle to further 
advance in mechanical development, 
in the increasing price of the fuel 
necessary to work machinery. Coal 
and oil are going up and are strict- 
ly linsited in quantity. We can take 
coal out of a mine, but we can never 
put it back. We can draw oil from 
subterranean reservoirs, but we can 
never refill them again, We are 
spendthrifts in the matter of fuel 
and are using our capital for out- 
running expenses. 

"In relation to coal and ol!, the 
world's annual consumption has be- 


come 80 enormous that we are now 
actually within measurable distance 
of the end of the supply. What 
shall we do when we have no more 
coalor oil? 

“Apart from water power (which 
is strictly limite@) and tidal ana 
wave power (which we have not yet 
learned to ptilize) and the employ- 
ment of th® sun’s rays directly as 
a source of power, we have little 
left, .exceptinge wood, and it takes 
at ledst twenty-five years to grow 
a crop of trees. 

“There is, however, one other 
source of fuel supply which may, 
perhaps, solve this problem of the 
future. Alcohol 
ful, clean and efficient fuel, and, 
where not intended for consumption 
by human beings, can be manufac- 
tured very cheaply in an indigesti- 
ble or even polsonous form. Wood

PROTECTING PLOWS 


MEANS PROSPERITY 


Probably you do not believe that 
“the sins of the fathers are visited 
upon the sons, even to the third 
and fourth generations.” 

You wouldn’t believe, perhaps, 
that leaving your plows and har- 
rows in fence corners this winter 
Without even greasing them may be 
a sign that spells poverty instead 
of prosperity for your randson, It 
may not, but—well, listen toa story. 

TWo voung men, brothers-in-law, 
took their wives, cows, horses and 
plows into a new land in 1840. As 
pioneer farmers, they began with 
equal opportunities. 
vears later the writer had occas! 


collar and hames out of the dirt, all 
muddy and rotten, and his plow was 
rusty and wouldn't scour.” 


Now, of course, this old gentle- 
man was wrong in thinking that 
lack of shelter for his implements 
was the cause of his brother's fail- 
ure, but he had pointed out an ef- 
fect that was indicative of the 
eause of his own success. The 
brother’s rustpitted mold board 
merely went to show that he was 
a poor ‘farmer all around.

-. Why, this is often asked. For the 
| «simple season that in certain 
months, nature has seen fit to 
bring about a great shortage in 
the production. In the time of 
plenty, were this supply not pre- 
served for the “lean months,” we 
would at the present time be pay- 
ing approximately from $2.00 to 
$2.50 per dozen, and thia condition 
would continue on for the next 
three months. It is in no wise dif- 
ficult to imagine the hue and cry 
that would arise from such an oc. 
currence. The same applies ‘o ap- 
ples, fruits of different kind and 
many other articles of food that 
the masses daily partake of, but 
would be unable to obtain were it 
not for the storage plant and the 
commission man's chance. He pur 
chases a car of perishable products 
at a cost of $1,800. He is willing 
to depend on the blowing of the 
winds of chance to the extent that 
there will arise a demand for same.

Invaluable Advice. 


Invaluable advice to farmers who 
sell vegetables or other farm pro- 
duce to consumers or retail stores 
find that taking pains to inform 
themselves on the condition of the 
market is very much. worth while. 
Frequently a telephone inquiry or 
reference to the local paper will re- 
veal a demand or lack of demand 
that seriously affects the value of 
a product. The information go ob- 
tained may suggest a delay in tak- 
ing the produce to town, and give 
the seller a considerably better 
price. In advertising goods for de- 
livery through parcel post it is par- 
ticularly important that the farmer 
keep closely in touch wtth the de- 
mands and tastes of prospective cus- 
tomers.

But the stumps 
stood so thick that the land was 
practically useless. 

“Coming in the house one day I 
found my mother lamenting over the 
number of holes in the bottom of the 
heater that was being taken out of 
the dining room. TI asked for the 
stove, and was given it, with a lot 
of questions and wondering looks. I 
hacked the bottom out of it and car- 
ried it out to my new.ground and get 
it over a stump. It worked fine, I 
put on a joint of pipe to keep the 
sparks tn. It burns them out quite 
& distance into the ground, and 


does even better when I dig a hole 
' through under the stump next to the 


taproot, as it seems to draw better.

in the business unless he thinks he | 


has the best breed and the one he 
loves. best. It is asking too much of 
a man to insist on his raising Aber* 
deen-Angus cattle when-he loves 
other breeds better, and I for one 
We are not asked to 
sacrifice our likes in any other busi- 
life. If we like a certain 
tool best, the dealer has no right 
to insist on our Using another. at 
would add nothing to the reputation 
of the machine to use it when liking 
another better. We would be a dis- 
satisfied customer. It should be the 
dealer’s business to emphasize all 
the good points about his machine, 
and that is our business as Aber- 
deen-Ayggus breeders. 

We don’t want a man who loves 
the farm to follow some other pro- 
fession, nor would we ask a man of 
some other profession to lay down 
his likes and come over on the farm. 
When a young man starts out in life

' Another essential thing is the 
ability to know your cattle.

Did you 
ever see a person who forgot and 
failed to know his best friend or 
those he loved best? You cannot 
successfully handle a herd of cattle 
unless you know them or have a4 
herdsman who knows them. It is 
very necessary to know our cattle 
so as to be able to call them by 
name—"“And he calleth his own 
sheep by name.” When we go among 
them, it strengthens the relation- 
ship between us and our cattle. We 
thing more of ourcattlie and the cat- 
tle thinks more of us. In going 
through our -cattle and looking at 
each one separately, if I do not call 
her by name, I usually think her 
name and most of the time speak it 
out.

In both veal and mutton

Did You Know That 
George Washington 
Was Big Landowner

In the little town of Fairfax Court 
House, about 15 mils west of Wash- 
ington the national capital, stands 
the ancient courthouse where the 
original wills of George and Martha 
Washington are kept in a glass case. 
which is placed in a large fire-proof 
and burgelar-proof vault. These doc- 
uments show how extensive were the 
holdings of the Father of his Coun- 
try, who was a mighty good farm- 
er, too. 

George Washington's will, which 
was admitted to prohate January 20. 
1800. consists of 40 pages of his own 
handwriting. Martha Washineton’s 
will, dated March 20, 1892. consists 
of only a few pages, and has been in 
the burglar-proof vault only three 
years, as it was remé@Vved from the 
courthouse during the civil war and 
only recently recovered. The’ will 
was sfolen during the war, and came 
into the possession of J. Pterpont 
Morgan. The county of Fairfax 
could never afford to present the 
case hefore the courts in order to 
recover the will, and finally the Vir- 
cinia legislature passed an act mak- 
ing the expenses a state charge. 
Morgan finally gave the will back 
to the courthouse. 

George Washington was one of the 
largest landowners of Viringia. He 
inherited 12.500 acres of Virginia 
land from his half-brother, Law- 
rence Washington, about ‘the year 
1754; 5,500 acres, including Mount 
Vernon, were located in Fairfax 
county, and the rest was in othef 
parts of the estate. 

In 1799, when he 
holdings were 56,745 acres, the ma- 


parts of the country, and his estate 
was valued at over half a million 
dollars. In those days that was con- 
sidered great wealth for an indi-

THE SUGAR SHORTAGE 
AFFECTS BEE INDUSTRY 


In certain parts of the country, 
especially in the white-clover re- 
gion, there has been a lack of nee- 
tar during late summer and fall, 
and many colonies of bees are not 
provided with enough stores to last 
through the winter and to enable 
them to build up properly next 
spring. This lack is especially de- 
plorable just now, because of the 
bright outlook fer good honey mar- 
Bee-keepers whose 
are not adequately provided 
good honey stores in abund- 
ance should do their utmost to get 
granulated sugar from which a 
thick sirafp can be made to take 
the place of the honey stores. Noth- 
but granulated sugar can be 
used with safety for this purpose. 

The shortage of sugar makes it 
difficult to get sugar in quantity 
see-keepers east

Every effort should be made toaé 
set sugar, for it will be a great loss 
if the bees are allowed to die of 
etervation.

time, it will still be possible to save 
the bees by feeding a thick. sirup 
of granulated sugar at the very 
first of the spring brood-rearing, 
about the firstof March in latitudes 
such as Washington, somewhat Ia- 
ter farther north. This sirup should 
be fed hot, and the winter packing 
should be replaced as soon as the 
siron is given and the feeder left 
Bees wintered in cellars in 
the far north should he fed as soon 
as they are removed from the cel 
lar, or if they are short of stores, 
eirup can be given not more than 
three or four weeks before they are 
removed to the outside stands. In 
providing stores of sugar sirup it 
ia best to feed tn one lot rather 
than to extend the feeding over 
several days.

PREVENTS DISEASE 


Many of the common disorders to 
which Jive stock are subject during 
the winer can easily be avoided if 
they are given the proper care, says 
Dr. William Moore, state veterina- 
In the near future the cat- 
tle and other live stock of this state 
will be brought in from the pasture 
and piaced in their winter quarters. 
At this time it should be remember- 
ed that the animal must receive 
plenty of fresh, clean water at alli 
times, and that the barns and other 
places used should be frequently 
cleaned. Frozen, musty or decayed 
feed should also be avoided at all 
times, 

The necessity for this care is ap- 
parent, says Dr. Moore, when it is 
realized that cattle out in the open 
air on pasture where there is an 
abundance of grass and pure run- 
ning water are usually healthy, un- 
iess brought into contact with some 
kind of a contagious disease. How- 
éver, when they are brought in and 
fed on dry concentrated feed, con- 
fined in barns with inadequate air 
space and poor ventilation, and com- 
pelled to drink impure water, it may 
be expected of them to become un- 
thrifty and diseased.

‘¢| Mosaic Disease of Cane 


The United States department of 
agriculture is issuing a bulletin 
containing several colored plates il- 
|lustrating the mosaic disease of 
sugar cane, which should enable 
those interested in this disease of 
cane to identify it. The mosaic dis- 

ease of sugar cane, which has been 
‘| known for years in a number of 
other cane countriés has recently 
been found in the southern United 
States. While this disease is quite 
widespread in the states, there are 


many disease-free areas from which 
clean seed cane may be obtained. 


The mosaic disease which has done 
considerable damage to the cane 
crop in Porto Rico and some other 
cane countries is one of the most 
serious maladies that has confront- 
ed cane growers in recent years, and 
if unchecked may do incalculable 
damage to the great cane-growing 
sections of the south. The meas- 
ures of control now being taken by 
the federal authorities in co-opera- 
tion with various local agencies 
, Were preceded by a complete sur- 
vey of the southern states undertak- 
én to ascertain the extent of the 
infected areas.

| care must be taken to gather up 
these plants and burn them or 
| otherwise destroy them, lest while 
lying on the groud they sprout and 
so spread the disease.

Relinquished Royal Title to Enter Priesthood. 


What happens to kings when they 
are not about their royal business fs 
a subject that interests the world at 
large, no matter how democratic it 
may boast itself to be. Royalty and 
the almost divine mystery which sur- 
rounds those called to the high estate 
that wielding the scepter implies has 
been too lowe an institution and the 
average conimmoner too completely a 
worshipping observer for the new 
state of European affairs to be ac- 
cepted casually. 

It is hard for an erstwhile subject 
to adjust his ideas to the vision of an 
ex-monarch sawing wood or felling 
trees, yet several of Kurope’s highest 
examples of rovaltv have been pur- 
ported to do that very thing. 

Time was when detlironed monarchs 
entered a monastery or lost their rea- 
son, or did something equally pic- 
turesque. But not so the 1919 version 
of royalty. 

It goes to Switzerland! 

Poor little Switzerland! So long 
the only European country free of the 
hotbed of politics that infested the na- 
tions of the old world, and now the 
retreat of most of the uncrowned

The advent of royalty with its gold- 
lined purses created a monopoly of 
the real foodstuffs on hand and all the 
eggs or meat available was converted 
into dainty dishes to set before kings, 
while the unfortunate Swiss them- 


ly renounced all these, together with 
the world and its glamor, and became 
a novice in the Dominican order. Later 
he was ordained a priest by the Arch- 
bishop of Cologne, and was sent to 
St. Dominick priory.

Popular tradition has it that his per- 
sonal list of sins was sufficient to 
send the entire army to eternal pur- 
gatory.

This dramatic act astounded the 
young prince’s family and was well- 
night ineredible to his boos compan- 
ions, who had shared in his wild revels. 
little faith was placed in the success 
and permanence of the reform of the 
erstwhile bon yjvant, but the regener- 
ation was complete. The young p:\ice 
applied himself witn untiring energy 
to the study of theology and was or- 
dained in due time as a priest, most 
of the members of the Saxon roval 
family being present at the ceremony 
of formal admission. 

Prince Max worked as a priest for 
some time at Nuremberg in Bayarin, 
where he gained the love and eonti- 
dence of his flock. In contrast te tle 
roval splendor to which he had been 
born and bred, was the meager room 
with uncovered floor, camp bed, plain 
table, two wooden chairs, and pictur 
of the Virgin Mary which constituted 


dropped entirely, so he became Kfhown 
simply as Father Max. 

He gare awiy all his fortune to his 
brothers on entering the priesthood 
and lived on the small salary accorded 
him by the university. 

Prince Lowenstein-Wertheim gave 
his fortune to the churcin. At the time 
that he was ordained to the priesthood 
he presented the monastery at Venlo 
with a new chapel, and gave large 
amounts to cliarities. The enormous 
income from his esetates was banked 
designedly for the church when the 
royal brother! should .pass on. The 
prince at the time of his admfssion to 
the Dominicans was one of the wealth- 
iest mew in Kurope, possessing mil- 
lions of dollars in gold and securities, 
mot to mention thousands of square 
miles of the best lands in Europe, rich 
not only in agricultural products, but 
also in mines of copper, coal and fron, 
with vast forests in all of the six 
kingdoms, in whose parliaments he: 
had a right to sit by birth. 

No matter which of the members of 
the little ex-king colony at Switzer- 
land determines to enter the priest- 
hood. he can achieve no such distine- 
tien or picturesque record as Fathers 
Max and Raymund. The day of dra- 
matic happenings among royalty has 
passed, for the curtain of oblivion de- 
scended upon the splendor of court 
life during the last year of the world 
war. ..Former royalty lives a more se- 
cluded life than the’ avefage com- 
moner nowadays. Gone is the pomp 
and glory, gofie the palaces and end- 
less attendant:, gone even the food 
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heads of the late monarchies’ 

Already foregathered in the Swiss 
colony of ex-kings are the former em- 
per or of Austria, Charles, and his 
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royal spouse, the*® former Empress 
Zita. and their children. The Arch- 
duke Joseph is also there. Manuel, 
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the one-time king of Portugal, has a 
residence. in Switzerland, ahd the

Jatest arrival is Prince William of 
Wied, former king of Albania, who 
escaped recently by airplane with the 
crown jewels. 

Rumor has it also that the former 
crown prince of Germany is contem- 
plating relinquishing his lonely isle in 
Holland and coming to thé elubby 
Swiss settlement, where he will estab- 
lish a domestic menage again with the 
former crown princess. 

Only the former kaiser remains 
haughtily aloof and seems to prefer 
his Dutch retreat to the best that 
Switzerland has to offer in the way of 
sanctuary and diversion for the for- 
mer crowned heads of Europe. 

It was an unhappy day for Switzger- 
land when ex-rovalty picked on it to 
receive the *“foyal refugees.  Distin- 
guished as it may be to harbor the 
exalted class to which the world paid 
homage in the days before democracy 
walked abroad unchecked, entertain- 
ing ex-rovalty has its unpleasant fea- 
tures, 

In the first place, the avalanche of 
ex-kings which descended upon the 
little Swiss republic without warning, 
boosted the prices of foodstuffs and 
clothing to an unbelievable degree, 
The high cost of living in America 
cannot be compared with that--of 
Switzerland at the present time. 

Hach of the departing monarchs 
paid a visit to his national treasury en 
route to the motor that bore him over 
the Swiss border, so that kingly pock- 
ets were well lined when the refugees 
took up their new residence. This 
little foresight enabled them to com- 
mand the best of the scanty food sup- 
ply which Switzerland had succeeded 
in obtaining in her marooned position 
‘in the heart of combatant nations. 

Switzerland has been very poorly 
off for foodstuffs since the beginning 
of the war. Nothing could be im- 
ported from France or Italy, neither 
of which had any supplies to spare. 
Germany, of course was out of the 
question; likewise starving Austria 
and Russia. The Swiss were living 
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selves were left with scarcely any 
more substantial sustenance than the 
holes in the cheese. 

How rovalty amuses itself away 
from the social atmosphere of court 
life has not been divulged. Popular 
rumor has it that it spends its leisure 
polishing the scepter and keeping the 
jewel bright in the official crown, 
against the hoped-for day when those 
symbols of power may come into their 
Own.

Ex-King Manuel cf Portugal comes 
down for the winter season with his 
bride, who is the exact antithesis of 
Gaby Deslys, whose name was linked 
with the young ruler at the time that 
he lost his throne. One can only im- 
agine how Switzerland would have 
palled on the beautiful Gaby. Manuel 
and his bride are a gay, care-free 
young couple, quite different from the 
former Austrian emperor and his 
wife, whose sadness at leaving their 
beloved can searcely be measured. 

The world at large is very inade- 
quately informed of the real status, 
activities and dispositions of the en- 
forcedly retired rulers of Europe’s late 
Kingdoms.

The three daughters of the prince 
were all nuns, and his sister, who was 
the widow of Don Miguel, king of Por- 
tugal, had also entered a religious 
order after the death of her husband. 

In accordance with the high estate 
of the new priest about to be ordained, 
the pontifical high mass Was celebrat- 
ed with extraordinary brilliance. The 
most striking feature is said to have 
been the sartorial transition of the 
royal novice to the state of priesthood. 
The prince wore his handsome robes 
Ff state with the collar of the Golden 
Fleece, the Grand Cross of the Order 
of Malta, and that of the Order of 
Christ. 

In exchange for these glittering 
trappings of knighthood and worldly 
rank, which were laid on the altar, he 
received the white tunic and black 
mantle of the Dominican. 

Much less picturesque and dramatic 
was the quiet laying aside of royal 
insignia by the potentates'of Europe 
whose kingdoms slipped away fiom 
under their feet during the progress of 
the world war. When they come to 
enter some religious order, if rumor 
may be given credence, the ceremony 
of stepping from court to cloister will 
be attended by no such splendor or 
significant solemnity. ¢
